STOCK JUDGING SCHOOLS 
The stock judging classes opened in 


thethe Massey-Harris buildings yes- 
terday morning at ten o'clock, 
but owing to the scanty at- 


tendance of agriculturalists, was 


postponed until two o'clock and were 
carried on in the afternoon. These 
judging schools are conducted under the 
joint auspices of the Provincial’ De- 
partment of Agriculture and agricultur- 
al societies. They have proved a great 
benefit to the farmers of Alberta. The 
Standish and D. Anderson, 
arrived from Innisfail where the 
classes were well attended. 'E: 
Daly has charge of the animals during 
the session of the classes here, and 
T. B. R. Henderson is representing 
the Department. 

There was a large attendance of farm- 
ers at yesterday afternoon's classes, 
and they took a deep interest in all 
the proceedings. D. Anderson, of Rug- 
by, Ont., gave a lecture on dairy cOws, 
showing what the desirable characters 
of a ‘dairy cow should be. A dairy cow 
was brought before the classes for the 
purpose of illustration, and the farm- 
ers were given score cards containing 
a description of what a good dairy cow 
should be, with a scale of points. The 
students were instructed to examine the 
animal befOre them and mark their own 
scores. The scores were afterwards 
corrected by Mr. Anderson, who 
gave a very instructive address on the 
feeding of dairy cattle. . 

Dr. Standish, V.S., of Walkerton, then 
addressed th2 students on Horses. 
speaking particularly of heavy draught 
horses. The animal brought before 
them was a fairly good specimen of the 
heavy draught. 

In the evening the farmers met again 
in Gariepy’s hall and discussed the gen- 
eral agricultural topics, amongst others 
being the pork-packing industry.

St. Petersburg, Mar. 15.—At today's 
session of the cabinet, Premier Witte 
who was warmly supported by Prince 
Oblensky, procurator general of the 
Synod, and Count John Tolstoi, Minis- 
ter of Education, insisted upon the sup- 
pression of the organization known as 
the “League of Russian People,” 
through which the agitation of the re- 
actionary ‘Black Hundred” is propa- 
gated. The police prefect was summon- 
ed to the meeting and asked to explain 
how it happened that the publication of 
a proclamation calling for the exter- 
mination of the Jews was printed in 
the official printing office attached to 
his department. The prefect denied hav- 
ing knowledge of the printing. 
However. it.,was established that the 
plot to produce 4 counter revelution in 
the hope of sweeping away the reforms 
outlined jn the manifcs'0 of October had 
its origin in the court cabal.
